Reporting on the progress of tho 
program for a vast mechant ma- 
rine before a house appropriations 
sub-committee In testimony made, 
public today, Land asserted:

marriage or by adoption, and whose 
right to exercise family control and 
provide for these dependent Indi- 
viduals is based upon some moral 
or legal obligation. 
As such, be 


or she is entitled to a personal ex- 
emption of $1,500. 
• A credit of $400 is allowed for 
each dependent. A dependent Is 
one.under 18 years of age, or one 
who is physically or mentally de- 
fective and incapable of self-sup- 
port. 
He need not live with nor 


be related to the taxpayer. 


If husband and wife contribute 


to the support of a dependent, the 
$400 credit may be taken by the 
one contributing the chief support, 
and it may not be divided between 
them. .Likewise, If two members 
of a family contribute to the sup- 
port of,a dependent, the one who 
contributes more than one-half of 
the support may claim the credit. 


Both, the personal exemption and 


the credit for dependents must be 
prorated when the status of the 
taxpayer changed during the year, 
except where the taxpayer Is elig- 
ible and elects to determine his 
tax at the optional rates with the 
use of the simplified Form 1040A.
